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Locals Help Launch Lifelong Dream

Massachusetts’ South Coast was not on Paul 
Thompson’s radar, not when he was a child learning to 
sail in England’s Newcastle area nor at any time during 
a professional career that took him to upstate New York 
where he regularly raced on Lake George. But he was 
thrilled on Saturday morning when Seven Stars, the boat 
it took him the past 20 years to build in his backyard, 
launched from Mattapoisett harbor. 

“T started dreaming of building my own boat 
when I was 10,” said Thompson, who had pecked away 
at his pet project while working as a research engineer for 
General Electric up until his November 2020 retirement. 
He had built smaller vessels like kayaks and made replica 
models of larger ones. “All my friends went to a kayak or 
Arborite guide boat. I’ve been so busy doing this.” 

At 32 feet, 4 inches long on the deck and 40 
feet overall, Seven Stars is a U.S. registered vessel that 
Thompson always wanted to register in Newport, Rhode 
Island, the mecca of sailing with its Americas Cup legacy. 
Thusly reflects the vessel’s label, but the boat wound 
up in Mattapoisett where Marine officers from the 
Harbormaster’s Office assisted in the launch that began 
with a prescribed number of tests. 

“The whole thing with Mattapoisett is this [past] 
winter when I started looking for a transport company, 

I called half a dozen people and they said, ‘Boat’s too 
small,’ ‘Boat’s too big,’ ‘It’s too far’ ... ‘We only ship 
across country.’ Finally, I got a hold of [Tom] Brownell 
and Cindy, and they said, ‘Yeah, we can do that,” recalls 
Thompson, who sent photographs, received confirmation 
that transport could be arranged, and planned to revisit 
the matter in Spring 2021. “Well, the spring kind of 
dragged out, so it was the middle of the summer before 
we finished all the details, enough to get it in the water.”

went up to Thompson’s Stephentown, New York, 
residence on August 10 and drew rave reviews for his 
work. “Absolutely fabulous, backed that trailer down in 
one move. ... Jon’s been down, pretty much every night, to 
check on us.” 

To assist in the transport, Thompson called on “a 
lot of crew from my ancient past, college days. ... They all 
showed up, we all listed the mast to put it in the crutches 
on the truck. I fed them the night before and fed them 
beer.” 

Alongside the vessel, its mast was transported in 
bare-pole form inside a padded mast carrier held on the 
side of the truck by three crutches. All the rigging was 
done at the boat launch site over the two-and-a-half days 
prior to Seven Stars’ initial test run. 

“Tom was so gracious after we had a minor issue 
... you guys have been wonderful,” he told Brownell. 
“Credit to Mattapoisett, really.” 

“A lovely place, too,” said Thompson’s wife Nina, 
who grew up in Massachusetts. “Everybody in this town 
is so good. So many people stopped by and made the 
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effort.” 

Passengers on boats in Mattapoisett harbor stood 
up and applauded as Seven Stars basked in the sailing 
community’s camaraderie as it launched. 

Thompson said that Seven Stars, a modified 
version of a Mark Smaalders yacht design, makes it 
four such Kahuna class boats in the water. Two others 
are in Maine and in North Carolina, and the original is 
in Australia. Along with Seven Stars, three more were 
recently under construction in Italy, Russia, and the 
United Kingdom. 

Seven Stars has a full cabin and a little more 
underbody than Smaalders’ original design, according 
to Thompson, who added fiberglass to all the interior 
partitions. To offset the added weight, he added 6 inches 
of keel decking to add some buoyancy. 

If the boat is ever totally modernized, it will be 
via retrofitting. 

“T’ve read articles where guys had issues with 
certain parts and pieces, but I kept anything like the 
electronics and what-have-you to today. In fact, I still 
haven't fitted it with GPS. I’ve got a hand-held [device]. I 
still carry my sextant,” said Thompson. “All the lines are 
high-tech ... I tried to put the highest technology into it as 
possible.”

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equipment. Perhaps the biggest takeaway, however, are 
the relationships the kids made that aided in the growth 
of the young people as they spread their theatrical wings. 

“They are a very special group,” Sherburne 
said. Most of the participants came from the Tri-Town 
area, meaning that relationships built over the weeks of 
pre-production activities will translate to relationships 
that can continue to build during the upcoming school 
year, especially for those young people transitioning 
from grade school to junior high and onto high school, 
Sherburne believes. 

During the development of the production, 
Sherburne said he encouraged the players to use modern 
references to aid in moving the plot forward. “I gave them 
license to interact with the audience where appropriate,” 
he said. 

Sherburne also noted that the characters lent 
themselves to modern interpretations, especially where 
questions of gender and gender identification may impact 
relationships. “What is the performer’s gender and what 
is gender in relationships?” are questions that he said 
were considered by the group. “They (the actors) didn’t 
know each other before joining the group. They were able 
to engage each other, establish personal relationships.... 
The material made it easy to get excited. ... They lit up the 
young characters in the play.” 

Sherburne said that before joining the program, 
the play was an unknown for the majority of the kids, but 
some became familiar with the play or the theme of the 
play prior to the program’s creation. “One girl came with 
a ‘Mean Girl’ monologue,” he said. 

Music was updated, too. Instead of using music 
that might have been part of a Shakespeare production 
when he lived, Sherburne said with a laugh, “We used the 
Git Up! - it was appropriately cheesy.” 

Shakespeare is still our bard with works that 
are approachable and fully loaded for current times. 
“Shakespeare pulls at modern musical theater,” Sherburne 
stated. 

Funding for the program was tuition-based with 
other support coming from the Marion Art Center. The 
cast members were Jade Beauregard, Alanna Robidoux-

Henry David Thoreau’s description of the 
loud, alarming call of the blue jay within hearing in our 
backyards is an accurate one; he likened the sound to an 
unreal, steel scream shattering the silence on an otherwise 
quiet day. It sounded to him like catching a thief in the 
act of committing a crime or an arsonist lighting a fire in a 
schoolhouse. 

The blue jay’s vocal habit of warning other 
creatures that 
something in 
the forest is 
amiss is an 
inherited habit 
to perceived 
trouble afoot 
and makes 
them appear 
to be official 
caretakers 
of peaceful 
tranquility in 
the environment around them.

In appearance, the blue jay has a high profile of 
colorful plumage, including a signature crest like a crown 7 Rt, 6 Mattapoisett 
of feathers on its head that may be lowered or raised 508-758-364 wiww.therivershops.com 
depending on the individual’s comfortable mental mood 
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or sense of alarm. When feeding or resting, the crest is 
flattened on the head. The black plumage on its throat 
varies extensively by individuals and is believed to assist 
in recognition by birdwatchers in their own backyards. 

Blue jays take special care of their feathers when 
they start to molt in warmer weather, using a process 
called anting, or rubbing them with chemicals found on 
ants and other substances found on insects. 

The blue jay’s scientific name is derived from 
Greek and Latin word Corvidae meaning “chattering 
bird” and includes ravens, rooks, jackdaws, crows, and 
magpies. All are of the order of Passeriformes or perching 
songbirds. These birds are of ancient lineage with fossil 
remains of corvids identified from Miocene deposits 25 
million years ago. Today they are often labeled as bully 
birds of our backyards and were actually painted by 
James Audubon in a group habit of robbing nests of eggs 
and hatchlings, but this was entirely unfounded and 
unjustified. 

The blue jay deserves a lot of credit to be smart 
enough to survive very well in areas with a wide range 
of human beings, as well as undergoing a climate 
transition of global warming and, subsequently, a greatly 
deteriorated environment. It has somehow survived on a 
high-profile pedestal among birdwatchers as a character 
personality of doubtful behavior, which nevertheless 
deserves to be written about and illustrated for your 
interest and appreciation. 


Articles Ready for Town Meeting 
Marion Select Board

The Marion Select Board reviewed the 11 articles 
for the Special Town Meeting warrant during its August 
17 Zoom meeting. Town Meeting will be held on October 
19. The deadline for articles and citizen petitions is 
August 31, and the warrant closes on September 21. 
Town Administrator Jay McGrail summarized 
the articles for the Select Board members, beginning with 
an estimated $22,000 in capital funding for electrical 
upgrades for underground generators and HVAC 
systems.

The second article is for $35,000 from the 
Waterways Fund to reach the required 25-percent match 
of grant funding for the Maritime Center construction 
fund. If the state does not approve Marion’s grant 
application in its September 9 meeting at Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy, then the town will pass over the 
article at Town Meeting. 

Select Board member Norm Hills drafted a Litter 
Prevention Bylaw that was initiated by the request of 
an Old Rochester Regional High School student. “Not a 
lot of towns that do have them,” said Hills, who said he 
drafted a short bylaw and noted that the Planning Board, 
of which he is also a member, will be scheduling a public

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hearing for bylaw updates. 

As a key member of the Bylaw Codification 
Committee, a subset of the Planning Board, Hills 
spearheaded an update to Marion bylaws that will be 
presented as articles in the October 19 Town Meeting 
warrant. 

Select Board member John Waterman asked that 
the bylaw be clarified to note that the Select Board shall 
approve any fines for littering. 

The fourth article will correct the process of 
changing the name of the Board of Selectmen to Select 
Board, as it was pointed out that the change, approved 
at the Annual Town Meeting, failed to include a public 
hearing prior to placing it on the warrant. The Planning 
Board will also need to hold a public hearing on the 
matter. 

Article 5 is the dissolution of the Council on 
Aging Advisory Board. COA Chairman Harry Norweb is 
still moving forward with the plan, according to McGrail. 

The COA, incidentally, is holding “An Evening on 
Sippican Harbor” fundraiser for the Cushing Community 
Center pavilion on Thursday, August 19, from 4:00 pm to 
7:00 pm at 1 Water Street. 

Article 6 is the ORR District Agreement. KP Law, 
which Marion regularly retains, is jointly representing the 
Tri-Towns in the matter and, according to McGrail, reports 
that there are no strategical hang-ups with the agreement. 
Two joint sessions, with the Marion Finance Committee on 
Wednesday, August 25, and with the Mattapoisett Select 
Board and Rochester Board of Selectmen on September 1, 
will be held. Members of the Mattapoisett FinCom may 
also attend on August 25. 

“T think the majority of the questions asked by Mr. 
[Peter] Winters have been resolved,” said McGrail, noting 
that the Marion FinCom chair remains concerned about 
introducing a significant financial article to a Special Town 
Meeting instead of the regular Annual Town Meeting. 

Waterman suggested there is little to gain by 
delaying the matter and asked if the outcome would 
change. McGrail pointed out that, in order to have the 
five-year average in play for FY23, the ORR agreement 
needs to be approved in the fall. Hills agreed with

contradiction. The altered wording will make the bylaw 
enforceable by Building Commissioner Scott Shippey. 

Article 11 answers to a request from the town 
clerk for clarification on the kennel bylaw, changing terms 
from “a dog” to “one dog” and no less than $25 “per 
dog.” 

Hills told fellow Select Board members that all 
of the proposed changes were agreed to by the Bylaw 
Codification Committee. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, McGrail was 
thrilled to report that the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
Lagoon is empty of all sludge except for one large pile. 
“T’ve been driving up to the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
for two years and it never looks any different. Today I was 
in shock,” said McGrail. 

McGrail intends to send photos to state 
Representative Bill Straus and ask if there is more funding 
available for the project. Straus was instrumental in 
helping Marion secure $250,000 for the lagoon project in 
June and, according to Waterman, indicated that more 
funding could be forthcoming. 

Noting that the banks of the lagoon have been 
scraped, McGrail said, “We're ultimately weeks away 
from the lining project being started.” 

In other business, McGrail reported that 
Rochester Bituminous Products, Inc. won the bid for the 
Marion Roadway Improvement Project, the paving of key 
roads including some mill-and-overlay work. Bituminous 
was $50,000 cheaper than the second place bid in the 
sealed-bid process managed by DPW Engineer Meghan 
Davis. Work is scheduled to begin on August 30 and be 
completed by October 15. 

Marion-based Arne Excavating, LLC came in 
under budget and won the bid for the Sippican School 
egress project; the construction end date has been 
extended to December 31. The town is preparing an 
award letter to Arne, and G.A.F. Engineering was credited 
for fixing what McGrail called “a pretty screwy situation” 
that had lasted three years. 

West Bridgewater-based D’ Alessandro 
Corporation made the low bid and will conduct the 2021 
Sewer System Improvements that were approved at the 
Annual Town Meeting. The work, which will address 
situations at the Cushing Community Center, the Marion 
Fire station, Mill Street (Route 6) and Hiller Street, is 
scheduled to begin on October 1. 

A state Coastal Zone Management (CZM) grant 
of $148,500 will fund sewer projects at the Front Street 
pumping station. 

McGrail plans to attend the band concert on 
Friday, August 20, and speak on behalf of the Select Board 
at the rededication of the bandstand at Island Wharf. 

Hills told the board that a public hearing is 
scheduled for Thursday, September 9, on Zoom to 
discuss the Hazard Mitigation Plan being developed by 
the Woods Hole Group. Waterman pointed out that the 
ramifications for the Creek Road pumping station are 
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significant. McGrail said that the contract for the plan has 
been awarded to Woods Hole Group. 

The Select Board voted to create an alternate seat 
on the Affordable Housing Trust and appointed Gary 
Taylor to fill that seat. Taylor has attended meetings 
as a guest, but with no full openings on the recently 
reorganized, five-member AHT, the Select Board saw fit to 
make Taylor the AHT’s first alternate. 

The board voted to accept a donation of $1,849 
from the Friends of Marion Recreation for a floating 
“Mobi-Chair” (wheelchair) to help the disabled access 
Silvershell Beach. Users will sign a liability waiver when 
taking out the chair. Administrative Assistant Donna 
Hemphill reports “really good feedback” on the recent 
installation of a handicap accessible mat. Hemphill 
described the three-wheel wheelchair as a recliner shape 
and says the chair has been available for a week. 

The board voted to approve a water / sewer 
commitment of $1,159.56 dated August 2. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Select 
Board is scheduled for Tuesday, September 7, at 6:00 pm 
via Zoom. The board is also scheduled to participate in 
two joint sessions: with the Marion Finance Committee 
on Wednesday, August 25, at 5:00 pm, and with the 
Mattapoisett Select Board and Rochester Board of 
Selectmen on Wednesday, September 1.

A longstanding agreement between Rochester 
and Marion grants Rochester residents the privilege of 
purchasing beach parking passes. Donna Hemphill, an 
administrative assistant to the Marion Harbormaster’s 
Office, said the parking passes cover access to Silvershell 
Beach, Island Wharf, and Old Landing, but that guest 
passes are not issued or granted to Rochester residents. 
Marion residents may receive one guest pass per season, 
Hemphill stated, “But if they misplace it, we can’t reissue 
ice 

Meumier brought to the board’s attention a 
circumstantial hardship, explaining that when his family 
visits and wants to access the beach, it is not safe or 
convenient for them to place child safety seats from the 
visitor’s vehicle inside one of his Rochester-registered 
vehicles. He said that a day pass would help to resolve 
the matter for his family but that such passes are not 
presently granted by either town. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar said in 
a follow-up that the matter will most likely be on the 
Tri-Town Selectmen’s meeting agenda scheduled for 
Wednesday, September 1. She said that the process of 
issuing beach passes and associated parking is clear 
for Rochester residents who own property and garage 
their vehicles in Rochester, but requires additional 
documentation if registration is tied to another 
community. She said that in those cases, the property 
owner needs to provide proof that the vehicle is registered 
in another community, like a business asset, but garaged 
with the resident at their Rochester location. 

The Town of Mattapoisett suspended the sale 
of day passes in the summer of 2020 due to COVID-19. 
That hiatus of day-pass sales has continued into 2021, but 
people visiting Mattapoisett may park off-site and walk 
onto the beach.

Station budget and another $8,110 for fees associated 
with recycled materials costs; $14,673 in employee 
compensation beyond retirement dates (Amanda Stone 
and Liz Leidhold), as well as salary due Garrett Bauer 
before his election as highway surveyor; $6,000 employee 
educational incentive reimbursement; and $4,300 
unemployment compensation. 

Lorenco said that the increase in the number of 
on-call fire personnel responses can be tied to a greater 
number of residents at home due to COVID-19 and, 
therefore, their availability to answer alarms. Lorenco 
said he had a meeting scheduled with Fire Chief Andrew 
Murray to discuss ways of avoiding a surge of on-call 
personnel at any given time. 

Regarding town employees’ ongoing educational 
opportunities, Lorenco said that municipal finance jobs 
are “more complicated than in the past. ... Sometimes it 
takes six years or more to complete.” The accompanying 
incentive, he said, is that investing in employees 
encourages them to stay in Mattapoisett. 

Lorenco said that the Tri-Town Selectmen’s 
meeting has been scheduled for Wednesday, September 
1, and will address topics such as the new regional school 
agreement topping the list of agenda items. Select Board 
member Tyler Macallister said that he hopes to see the 
OPEB liability for the schools become a budget line item 
in schools’ budget planning.

Chair Orders Second Site Visit 
for Bailey Project 


Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission on 
August 17 again reviewed a Notice of Intent filed by 
Planning Board member and now new Conservation 
Commission member Bendrix Bailey to construct a 20- 
foot wide, 700-foot long roadway to access a single-family 
house lot at 0 Gerrish Road. 

Bailey’s application for a Form C Definitive 
Subdivision with the Planning Board roused significant 
opposition from some abutters, and when a mistake was 
discovered about the incorrect lot number indicated on 
the plan, Bailey had to correct his NOI to the ConCom. 

Some of those neighbors voiced their concerns 
this evening. However, without any specific questions 
related to the commission’s jurisdiction on the matter, 
Chairman Chris Gerrior had to intervene to keep the 
discussion on track. 

Engineer Brian Grady pointed out some minor 
changes to the plan, including a reduction in the roadway 
surface width from 20 feet to 18 feet, resulting from a 
meeting Grady held with the fire chief and highway 
surveyor. 

Some commission members asked why the road 
had to be “as wide as Route 6,” as Gerrior commented. 
Grady stated that it has to comply with Planning Board 
standards for the Form C Definitive Subdivision that 
Bailey had to apply for to gain the required frontage and 
access to build a single-family house on his 9 acre lot. 

“If we could reduce it, we certainly would ...,” 
said Grady, adding that the plan all along has been to 
produce as minimal a footprint as possible with this 
project. 

“It just seems like a really wide bit of earth that’s 
being removed, and that’s going to be a good amount of 
trees that are being removed...,” said Gerrior. 

“We're kind of caught between Planning Board 
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requirements and your requirements, so we did what we Variety 
could to minimize the footprint,” said Grady. He later 
added, “We’ve done what we can through the Planning $O 99 4 vA 99 
Board process to minimize the footprint and recognizing 4 pack 
your jurisdiction on this as well.” 
Gerrior said that, while he respects that, he Absol ut 
doesn’t see any evidence that any ConCom suggestions 
had been adopted in the plan. “The Planning Board has Vodka 
completely driven this project to what it is, and we just $ 
have to accept that. ... I’m not connecting here.” 2 6 " 
Grady said he did consider one ConCom 
suggestion, to use an existing gravel driveway instead of

Daniel Gagne, the vice chairman of the 
commission, had some concerns about stormwater 
runoff and asked to see a stormwater study report, which 
Grady could not provide him. He assured Gagne that 
the Planning Board’s peer-review engineer addressed 
stormwater issues and that there would be no runoff onto 
abutting properties. Gagne was not satisfied with that. 
When Grady suggested another site visit to view the area, 
Gerrior accepted. 

The commission did not set a date for the site 
visit, but Gerrior said the commission would once he 
knew everyone’s availability. The public hearing was 
continued until Tuesday, September 7. 

A Request for Determination of Applicability filed 
by Douglas Rose, 89 Box Turtle Drive, to install a fence 
and clear fallen trees and grade up to the 25-foot buffer 
zone was continued until September to allow Gerrior to 
work with the applicant to provide a more detailed plan 
to present to the commission. 

Rose stated that he wanted to provide a safe, 
secure play area for his two-year-old son free of coyotes 
and stray dogs that have recently caused the family 
concern. Rose, who bought the house three months ago, 
said he was unaware that his property contained wetlands 
that would encumber his ability to build a vinyl privacy 
fence and clear some trees right up to the 25-foot no-touch 
zone. “So, it was a shock for us to find out about this ...” 
he said.

Some of the commission’s concerns involved the 
absence of a clearly marked wetlands line, although some 
existing flags still hanging from trees might provide some 
indication of a wetlands line upon further review. Gerrior 
offered to work with Rose to address the commission’s 
concerns in September. 

The commission will hold a site visit, and the 
hearing was continued until September 21. 

Also during the meeting, the commission issued 
an Order of Conditions for the NOI filed by Carl and 
Jennifer Achorn to construct a single-family house, 
in-ground pool, onsite well, and septic system. The 
commission added some special conditions, given that the 
site work will take place right up to the 25-foot, no-touch 
zone. Those conditions include a permanent marking, 
such as rocks or a fence, at the 25-foot line, a restriction 
on fertilizer use, a pre-construction meeting, and an order 
that pool water is removed from the site and not drained. 

After having conducted a site visit, the 
commission that night issued a Certificate of Compliance 
to Rochester MA 2, LLC for a ground-mounted solar array 
at 268 Mattapoisett Road.

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28 townhouses at Spring and Mill Streets was once again 
continued to Monday, September 7, at 7:05 pm. Saltonstall 
said he will miss the meeting but plans to continue 
participation via the Mullin Rule, a state-authorized 
provision allowing members of adjudicatory boards to 
miss a maximum of one meeting and still participate. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals sought the 
Planning Board’s comment on Wael and Maria Bayazid’s 
application for the reconstruction of an existing non- 
conforming garage at 95 Allens Point Road.

In other commission business, Gregory proposed 
an update to the MRV’s emergency response plan in 
keeping with the requirement of the America’s Water 
Infrastructure Act (AWIA). “This is something the 
district’s going to have to do regardless,” said Gregory. It 
is anticipated that the MRV will vote on the matter at its 
next meeting. 

Gregory told the commission that emergency 
response and prevention training has been done 
collaboratively over the last three years. He said that 
Tata & Howard can provide the cost for each individual 
participating town and that would cover the district. 

The commission voted to proceed with the 
document for the ERP from Tata & Howard, which will 
draft the agreement, and send it to Henri Renault, Blair 
Bailey, and Nathaniel Munafo for their review. It will 
presumably be approved at the MRV’s next meeting. 

Total commission invoices for the month of July 
totaled $99,176.10, the largest dedicated to Eversource, 
some to solar contractor ECA, and $15,240 and $9.648 to 
chemicals. The Town of Fairhaven paid an assessment of 
$143,900. 

Rochester district member Rick Charron told 
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the Water Protection Supply Advisory Committee that 
met a half hour before the district commission meeting 
about the University of Rhode Island Watershed Watch 
Program. He said that for an annual $800 fee, Snipatuit 
Pond can become the second pond being monitored 

by URI. The committee approved his pursuit of that 
arrangement. 

In his Treasurers Report to the committee, Jeff 
Furtado reported the committee having paid out $2,981.73 
to Tata & Howard, $251.72 to Dave Watling for testing, 
and $50 to Blair Bailey for legal counsel. The committee’s 
ending balance on August 1 was $227,394.98; after 
payments, the FY22 beginning balance was $224,111.53. 

The committee voted to reimburse Michelle Kirby, 
who had purchased two items on behalf of the committee 
totaling $154.49 (deionized water at $16.38 and a LDL cap 
at $138.11). 

Bailey told the committee that Merilee Kelly, 
Rochester’s new conservation agent, is expected to make 
her first appearance on the MRV beginning in September. 

Member emeritus David Pierce had suggestions 
for both the commission and the committee; he suggested 
the committee host an annual meeting of water 
commissioners from member towns. The committee was 
receptive to the idea, and contacts are being collected for a 
potential fall or spring meeting. 

Citing former MRV regulars such as Fred 
Underhill, Laurell Farinon, and Paul Silva, Pierce also 
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shared with the commission the idea of a social gathering 
with cocktails and a catered meal, hopefully at Marion’s 
Music Hall. 

The next meeting of the MRV committee and 
commission is set for Tuesday, September 14, at 3:30 pm 
and 4:00 pm respectively. 


Backlog of Cases Continues

The August 16 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board found the members facing an agenda 
filled with applications that have been continued multiple 
times over months. 

One such application is the site plan review of 
Randall Lane, LLC’s that proposes a large solar array 
deep within privately held forested lands. Member Janice 
Robbins asked if applicants are required to provide 
reasons for requesting a continuance from one meeting 
to the next. Member Nathan Ketchel, acting chairman for 
the evening, said that the applicant’s representative, Beals 
and Thomas, noted the need to finalize the acceptance 
of the roadway and roadway modifications by both the 
Planning Board and the Fire Department. Robbins said 
that plans for the roadway were still incomplete. The case 
was continued to September 20. 

Also continued to September 20 was an 
application filed by Andre Rieksts, Scott Atkinson, and 
Margo Wilson-Atkinson for property located off Park 
Lane. Represented by N. Douglas Schneider of Schneider, 
Davignon, & Leone, Inc., the applicants indicated that 
difficulties in designing a private roadway extension 
off an existing public road was “causing ... grief,” and 
matters could be resolved; Schneider did not wish to 
present plans.

ConCom Reviews Tank, Phragmite Projects 
Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission meeting 
on August 11 was brief, with one public hearing 
continued until the next meeting as requested by the 
applicant. Still, the commission quickly dispensed with 
one Notice of Intent to install a propane tank filed by a 
fellow ConCom member Jeff Doubrava. 

The NOI for Jeffrey Doubrava Revocable Trust 
and Elizabeth Doubrava Revocable Trust sought to install 
an underground propane tank within the flood zone and 
100 feet of the coastal bank at 47 East Avenue. 

Doubrava recused himself as vice chair, filling in 
for Chair Shaun Walsh, the latter absent from the August 
11 meeting, and ConCom member Cynthia Callow 
presided over the Doubrava hearing. 

The work will include digging a hole, pouring 
a concrete slab for the tank to rest on anchored by bolts, 
and then backfilling the hole with sand. The commission 
performed a site visit the Saturday before the meeting and 
deemed the location the most reasonable for the tank. 

The commission did not vote on a decision on 
August 11 but continued the hearing until August 25 
to allow for anyone unable to dial into the fully remote 
meeting to do so then. 

Also during the short meeting, the commission 
addressed an NOI filed by Jeffrey and Elizabeth Roy 
to eradicate the phragmites at 25 Holly Road. The 
hearing was continued until August 25 as the applicant 
awaits a filing number from the state Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

The Request for a Determination of Applicability 
filed by Sippican Lands Trust was continued until 
September 8 at the applicant’s request.

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Woodward Will Move His Garage 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals heard 
one public hearing during its August 12 Zoom meeting. In 
Case No. 1167, Mark Woodward Jr. sought a variance on 
his property at 519 County Road for a garage exceeding 
1,000 square feet under Chapter 20.40, E.2 (7) of the 
Rochester Zoning By-Laws. 

Woodward explained that he needs a space 
to store his and his wife’s vehicles and to work on his 
motorcycles. As it is, Woodward stores a motorcycle at 
relatives’ homes. He wants better security and control, 
while no longer imposing on family. 

ZBA Chair David Arancio asked if there is 
any reason the garage cannot be attached to the house. 
Woodward said he preferred to have the garage across his 
driveway. 

It was pointed out in the August 3 revision that 
the house is 5 feet closer to the road than the proposed 
structure, but Arancio drew a different conclusion 
using a paper as a straight edge and making a parallel 
line from the road across the front of the house, saying 
that the corner of the garage is the point closest to the 
road. Nonetheless, Arancio said that, if the building 
commissioner has accepted the conclusion that the house, 
not the garage, constitutes the closest point to the front 
property line, he will concur. 

While ZBA members continued to mull over 
Arancio’s measurement on their own copies of the plan, 
Woodward told the board he can move the garage back a 
few feet, “No problem.” 

Member Kirby Gilmore then motioned for a 
continuance of the case, suggesting that the matter will 
not be resolved on August 12 and that the applicant 
should revise his plan to move the garage back 15 feet and 
then come back before the ZBA. 

Before the vote was taken, Woodward was further

In other matters, the MRC has submitted its 
long-awaited recommendation of updated rules and 
regulations for aquaculture to the Select Board.

Perry told the MRC that it has been a very busy 
summer around Island Wharf, as over 200 participants are 





envisioned for the new Marine Center. 

That vision will reach a significant juncture on 
Thursday, September 9, when the Seaport Economic 
Council meets from 9:00 am to 11:00 am at Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy to announce its awards for grant 
funding of received project applications in a competitive 
grant process. 

Marion hopes that one of the grants will be 
awarded to the town for a $303,000 feasibility study that 
would fund construction and design documents for the 


proposed Marine Center. Perry said that the Seaport BRANDT COVE VIARINA 
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engaged this week in a junior regatta off Silvershell Beach. 
The largest field ever was in the mid-300s, according to 
Perry, who is happy to see approximately 200 participants. 

“We all feel that’s a good number to ease back 
into these events,” he said. “This is really the first year 
I can remember where we sent people to the overflow 
parking area up by Sippican School. ... Some of it is to 
be expected. ... With everything that went on last year, 
people are coming out en masse this year.” 

Citing significant technological leaps in both 
computer hardware and software, Perry said that IMC, 

a management platform software produced by Hewlett 
Packard, enables the Harbormaster Department’s staff 
to record events and enter information via tablets in real 
time. The process takes two to three minutes. 

The result, since the software began being used 
on July 1, has been more than a major step beyond an 
Excel spreadsheet — it has been a revelation. 

“It’s been an eye-opener ... when we make a 
conscious effort to document what the department 
really does,” said Perry, calling IMC a useful tool for 
documenting incidents and routine day-to-day duties. 

The end game is a department overview to be put 
together in a detailed document describing operations 
over the course of the year. “I’m pretty excited to get 
working on that,” said Perry of the winter project. “Police 
reform, as it evolves over the next two, three years, that’1l 
be part of it as well.” 

In his Shellfish Officer’s update, Deputy 
Harbormaster Adam Murphy reported that Perry went to 
Salem State University and brought back softshell clams 
that were deployed over Meadow Island. 

The MRC’s next scheduled meeting is Monday, 
September 20, at 7:00 pm. The Music Hall has been 
reserved by the MRC for the remainder of 2021 with the 
plan to meet there pending the town’s COVID-related 
protocols.

Cam’s life was full of adventure, music, and dedica- 
tion to his family and friends.

He grew up in St Louis in the 1940s. While attend- 
ing John Burroughs School, he built enduring friendships.

These reunions would continue spo- 
radically for almost 40 years, culminating in one last gig on 
Naushon Island in August of 2019, bookending an extraordi- 
nary bond of friendship and music. 

Cam started his family in 1963, with the arrival of 
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Cameron (aka Smokey the bear), with Hilary following in 
1965. When Cam and Jackie married in 1975, two families 
merged, with Lori and Rob joining the fray. Cam had his 
hands full with four young kids, but he was a natural and 
gifted parent—always providing support, advice, and encour- 
agement. He coached Smokey’s and Hilary’s basketball and 
baseball teams when they were in elementary and middle 
school, and taught all four kids to ski, sail, canoe, fish, drive 
a car and even handle a chain saw. Whether it was showing 
them around in a sailboat, helping them with their backhand 
in tennis, or guiding them with homework assignments, Cam 
parented with patience and consistency.

Val. A documentary about Val Kilmer. Directed by Leo 
Scott and Ting Poo. Running time: 108 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. Now streaming on Amazon Prime. 

Not long before the lights go down on the raw 
and somewhat depressing videography Val, its subject, 
Val Kilmer, in character as Mark Twain, offers a question 
— perhaps, for him, the question: “What are the words 
that heal a broken heart?” Kilmer, whose peak as a 
Hollywood actor probably ran from 1984 (his debut Top 
Secret!) to 1995 (Batman Forever), has lost a great deal in 
his life. He appears to us now as a rumpled but unbowed 
version of his younger self, humbled but also possibly 
delivered into a purer way of being. He no longer gets 
hired for big-ticket movies, but maybe he had outgrown 
them anyway. It’s likely Kilmer’s film career in the 2010s 
would have been fallow even without the cancer that took 
his voice in 2015. 

Kilmer’s voice always landed quirkily on the ear 
anyway. His defining performance, for me, was in his 
second feature, Real Genius; his brilliant science brat Chris 
Knight had a way of making smarts seem sexy, witty, 
radical. His best-received turns, certainly including his 
possible peak as Doc Holliday in 1993’s Tombstone, ran off 
of Kilmer’s self-amused vibe of outsider cool as expressed 
in a vocal tone that stayed just this side of parody (a good 
number of his early performances all sound as though 
his dialogue has ironic quotation marks around it). This 
was a guy who was going to keep you at arm’s length 
out of necessity — nursing his own pains, starting with 
losing his younger brother when Kilmer was about to 
hang his hat at Juilliard — and it meant all the more when 
he showed you some vulnerability, as at the end of Doc 
Holliday’s life. 

We certainly see his vulnerability in Val. The 
movie was assembled by directors /editors Leo Scott and 
Ting Poo from hours of video footage shot by Kilmer 
himself over the years — on the sets of Top Gun or The 
Doors or The Island of Dr. Moreau. The narrative flips back 
and forth between home movies of Kilmer (narrated 
by Kilmer’s son Jack) and newer footage of Kilmer 
talking slowly and painfully through his trach button, 
or fulfilling autograph gigs at conventions or screenings. 
Kilmer seems to perceive that his acting career is by and 










large over, supplanted by a sort of extended farewell 

tour where he scribbles “I'll be your wingman” on Top 
Gun posters for fans over and over. Sometimes this turn 
of events saddens him, and sometimes he’s in a mood to 
see it as a tribute to the mark he’s made on people’s lives. 
Having lost nearly everything, he grapples his grown kids 
(Jack and Mercedes) unto his soul with hoops of steel. 

Throughout Val — produced by Kilmer and his 
kids — we know full well we’re getting one side and one 
side only. The movie does soften one’s attitude towards 
him (if we paid any attention to the media’s pegging 
him as “difficult” in the ‘90s); we come to feel he’s 
earned some rest, some laurels to rest on. He keeps his 
creative hand in by doing paintings or cut-up scrapbook 
projects; Val is like one of his scrapbooks promoted to a 
“documentary.” Between this film and his 2020 memoir 
I’m Your Huckleberry, Kilmer seems to be ordering his 
legacy, in his standard eccentric-shambolic style. The 
floors of his place are littered with clippings, photos, 
memorabilia, many highlighted by Kilmer’s magic- 
marker scrawl. 

As The New Yorker's Richard Brody noted, the 
Rosebud of Kilmer’s life was his younger brother and 
early collaborator Wesley, gone far too soon at 15 — 
perhaps the artistic partner who understood Kilmer the 
best. It’s tempting though probably simplistic to diagnose 
Kilmer’s subsequent life and career as looking in vain 
for Wesley again. Regardless, Kilmer carried that sense 
of super-8-in-the-backyard playfulness to his film roles. 
Watching him in that oft-clipped Top Gun scene where he 
chops his teeth at Tom Cruise and then grins, we felt that 
whatever private joke this guy was having, we wanted 
to be in on it. He lured us closer; he never came closer 
to us, but made us feel it’d be cool to be included on his 
wavelength, even if he never quite brought us in all the 
way. In Val, we see him low and sad and sick, but it’s 
still only the face he wants to put forward. He remains, 
somewhat triumphantly, off in his own zone.

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the Dutch Elm disease that devastated this species in the 
1930s. In 2008, Rochester’s Boy Scout Troop 31 planted a 
new hybrid, “Liberty Elm,” in front of the library. 

Another tree species of interest in Rochester 
is the buttonwood (American sycamore) tree. More 
than one of these trees is mentioned in the files at the 
Historical Society. In 1853, George W. Haskell, of the New 
Bedford Road Haskells, tore down the house built by 
his grandfather, Jesse, at what is now 575 New Bedford 
Road. He built a new house that is still there today. In a 
Wareham Courier article from 1915, it is mentioned that the 
buttonwood tree that shaded his porch was also seen in a 
drawing of his grandfather’s house built in 1738. 

Another buttonwood tree, the Ancient 
Buttonwood, shown in the picture, put Rochester on the 
map. Located somewhere near Leonard’s Pond, it was 
written up by the President of Boston’s Society of Natural 
History, George Emerson. At that time, in 1846, it was 11 
feet in circumference. Still, around in 1936, it was 14 feet 
around and was said to be 114 years old. Unfortunately, it 
is no longer there.

How Trees Communicate 

Join the Marion Natural History Museum on 
Friday, August 20, at the Marion Music Hall from 7:00 
pm — 8:00 pm for “How Trees Communicate — Exploring 
the underground network of trees” with Valentina 
Lagomarsino, PhD student, Biological Biomedical

Trees are considered to be the oldest living 
organisms on the planet. Over centuries, they have been 
resilient to changes in their environment due to their 
symbiotic relationship to fungi and other microbes. 

When scientists first studied the structure of 
nerve cells that comprise the human brain, they noted 
their strong resemblance to trees. In fact, dendrites, the 
term to describe projections from a nerve cell, comes from 
the Greek word Dendron, for “tree.”
